For some months after arriving at her new home, 
the girl, according to her own statement, bad no 
particular cause of complaint.

HOW SHE WAS TREATED. 


An Explosion in Court by Defendant’s 
Counsel. 


THE CASE CUT SHORT AND POSTPONED. 
Serious Charge against Plaintiff's Counsel. 


The causes which lead married men and married 
women to seck to be dissolved from their matrimo- 
nial engagements are innumerable. The kaleido- 
scope does net present a greater variety. How mar- 
ried people in these modern days can be either so 
cruel to one another after the knot ia fixed, or how 
they can be so ingenious in finding out causes why 
they should be separated, iv positively surprising to 
people of old fashioned notions. Bear and forbear is 
a maxim based on wisdom ; but this seems not to 
enter into the programme of married people now-8- 
days—that is, to ludge by the number of persons 
who appear in all our law courts, one complaining 
against the other of outrages, wrongs, oppressions, 
and general violations of vows so 
very fabric of society is based npon them. apt 
cases to which we refer, people, immediately 
they are bound in the bonds of wedlock, appear - 
be singularly industrious in finding out each other’s 
objectionable points—seem to be solely intent in 
looking up the weaknesses and faults, which should 
enter into the programme of their observation be- 
fore they take the sometimes pleasant, but danger- 
ous leap into the gulf of matrimony. 

In our issue of the 3d of November last, we gave 
the details of a case of bridal sufferings, which 
forms tne basis of a suit for divorce which came up 
in the Court of Common Pleas before Judge Brady. 
The facts as there related were indoed painful in the 
extreme. 

A man doing a good business in Bleecker street as 
a trunkmaker, and possessed of some real estate, 
marries a spinster of some thirty-five summers. He 
is himself some fifty years of age, was a widower, 
andthe father of eight children, the greater number 
of them being girls, and one or two of the latter be- 
ing already marriageable. It would occur to some 
people that a marriage 02 either side under such 
circutastances, was the most ill-advised step that 
could be taken. The old saying is true that one 
fool is cap»ble of making many, but the palm for 
folly is g aerally awarded to the aged fools, What 
else could coine of such an alliance? Two or three 
daughters aspiring in their turn to be mistress of 
the household, wuat woman except one who must 
have peculiar pluck--in fact, a strong-minded wo- 
man—would venture into such a household as step- 
mother. It is plain fiom the sequel that the plain- 
tiff in the action was no such person. From the 
facts in the case it appears that shortly after the 
honeymoon, if indeed that usually considered rapt- 
erous period was quite completed, domestic broils 
arose, which terminated in a general smash up of 
the household. We described the scenes which fol- 
lowedin the number of our paper already referred to. 
It is sufficient now to give the following epitome to 
make the reader comprchend the nature of the pre- 
sent action : 

The parties were married in 1864 ; previous to the 
marriage, plaintiff had objected to uniting herself 
with the defendant, as he was already the father of 
eight children, and she did not think the arrange- 
ment would be agreeable to the children. On dofen- 
dant’s assuring her that the eldest, a daughter, 
named Caroline, was soon to be married, and that 
the other children would be dutiful and obedient, 
she allowed her objections to be overruled. After 

the marriage, she went with defendant to his home. 
The honeymoon was very short, and, before many 
weeks elapsed, it become evident to Mrs. Bogert that 
a conspiracy had been inaugurated between Mr. 
Bogert and his children to degrade and torment ber. 
The eldest daughter usurped all the prerogatives 
and assumed all the responsibilities of the head of 
the family, driving her even from her proper seat at 
the table. Besides this, various little torments were 
used to drive her from the table itself, such as hid- 
ing her knife, fork or spoon, and once one of the 
children scratched its head over her plate. Other 
indignities followed, and she finally complained to 
Mr. Bogert that she had been charged by Catherine 
with having been unchaste at the time of their mar-

Schermerhorn, counsel for the plaintiff, after which 
the learned Judge decided to admit the testimony of 
Mrs. Bogert in regard to any acts of violence or 
cruelty committed against her when there was no 
third y present, She then stated that she was 
the wife of James Bogert, the defendant; had been 
assaulted by him ; we were at 17 West Seventeenth 
street at the time ;/no person was present at the 
time ; it ‘was early on the morning of the 19th of 
June last, 1866, before they got up ; was remonstrat- 
ing with him for allowing me to be abused by his 
family, when he seized me by the arm and wrenched 
it; about this time one of the children came in; my 
arm was badly discolored and swelled, and so con- 
tinued for two or three weeke. Mr. Bogert has as- 
saulted me on other occasions ; once at Washington 
atreet ; it was in December of 65; no person was 
present ; it was in the bedchamber ; had complained 
of ill-usage of one of his sons, when he raised his 
hand and said he would take my life if he were hung 
for it; being afraid of him, I went out of the room 
and sat on the etairs; subsequently I went into the 
parlor and remained during the mght; wag sgain 
assaulted in Washington street, Mr. Bogert threat- 
ening me and irightentes me, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Graham—Fixed the date 
of the first assault by consulting the almanac; was 
writing a letter, and consulted the almanac to date 
it by; sent the letter to White Plains; arose that 
morning at half-past five, and went to the kitchen, 
when Mr. Bogert came in; I did not seize any of 
the children with violence that morning ; did not 
atrike Mr. Bogert in the month or across the head ;

Smith, the mother of the plaintiff, was.then 
called, and testified to having been present at times 
when Mrs. Bogert was not well, and had 
called on defendant, and remonstrated with him for 
abusing his wife. 


Mrs. Smith’s testimony was confined to the fact that 
ahe called on the gn oan, Pages poy 
bim on his ill-treatment to his wife, as well as the 
ill treatment of hie children towards her. On those 
occasions, when witness made such complaints, the 
defendant would say that he had no control over his 
children, and thst it was Mrs. Bogert’s own fault. 
He also blamed the conduct of his daughter Cathe- 


ring.

ALLEGED ATTEMPTED ABDUCTION AND 
ADULTERY. 
Poriceman Brovucut To Grier—Havt oF PENITEN- 
TIARY Brrps—GeENeEraL ITEMS, &o. 
Prirrspunau, Pa., April 1, 1867. 
A highly interesting case_ of abduction and adul- 
tery was brought vetore Alderman Mullin, of Alle- 
gheny City, on Monday last, in which a cripple named 
Wm. i. Cooper was prosecutor, and Rebecca Cooper, 
his wife, and Mra. Sarah A. Montgomery were de- 
fendants. 5 
The parties were all formerly residents of Sewick- 
ley, a toriving borough some twelve miles distant 
from thia city, where Cooper lived and cohabited 
with his wife until November, 1866, when a separa- 
tion took place. Their only offspring was a child 
about four years of age, ald at the time of the 
separation it was agreed to place it in the hands of a 
Mrs. Kennedy, the mother of Mrs. Cooper. Since 
then Mrs. Cooper aud Mrs. Montgomery, a well- 
known nymph and procuress, visited New York, and 
at the price of virtue, carried on an extensive and 
profligate business. Returning to ageeny 8 short 
time ago, they took apartments in a house in the 
Third Ward, and it soon became known that these 
“angels” would receive visitors and accommodate 
them, either by the day, night or meal, provided 
said visitors would agree to the terms proposed and 
come down with a reasonable supply of “ stamps.” 
A few were favorites, who, like the members of ** ye 
press” at places of amusement, were ‘‘ dead-headed,” 
and rations were furnished with as much freedom 
and good grace as ‘‘ Uncle Sam” dealt out “ hard 
tack’ to his nephews in the field. Being possessed

This threw the house into the wildest state 
of confasion. Long pent up iadignation burst forth 
in the most unmistakable aemonstration. A simul- 
taneous move was made toward the cabinet, by the 
male port:on of the crowd, while the ladies retreated 
toward the door, and the would-be medium heard 
such shouts as “ fling him out,” “hang him,” ‘ we 
want our money,” &c.,&0o. The disconcerted medium 
was assisted out of that chair quicker than ever the 
‘* big Injun” had done it for him. Some man in the 
crowd seized the elder Church and led him through 
the jeering crowd toward the door, announcing that 
he had the ‘* big Injun.”

STRANGE PRESENTIMENT OF MURDER. 


A Fatty SLAUGHTERED py Mipnicut AssassIns— 
Swirt aND RETRIBUTION OVERTAFES 
THE PERPETRATORS. 

We find the following ina letter dated Noblesville, 
Miami coanty, Indiana, March 22, published ina 
late Indianopolis paper. The writer says : : 

‘I learn from Auditor Pfaffy that a most horrible 
tragedy occurred in the vicinity of Peru, Ind., a few 
days since. The report is that a farmer living a 
few miles from that city sold hia place for $14,000, 
and went, late in the afternoon of the same day on 
which the sale was made, to Peru to deposit.

tion of going home. An earnest, persistent remon- 
strance, however, finally quieted him, and he again 
went to sleep. But in the course of about ha’? an 
hour he awoke the second time, in a more excited 
condition than before, and putting on his clothes. 
started for home. On reaching his house he foun 
the doors locked and heard a noise within. 

through a window he saw bis wife and his four 
Miron murdered. The perpetrators of the bloody 
deed were still in the house, ransacking every cor- 
ner and receptacle for booty. The farmer and his 
two friends, who accompanied him, forced gn en- 
trance and attacked the murderous freebooters, four 
in number, shot three of them dead and severe 
wounded the fourth. On being washed and strippe 
of uise, the wounded man proved to be no er 
than the purchaser f the farm.” 

The foregoing isa chapter so full of horror that 
we trust the following, which appeared in the Wheel- 
ing (Va.) J , of the 30th ult., has reference 
to the one and the same fearful occurrence. ‘lhe 
ints of likeness are so strong between the two 
statements that we are inclined to the opinion they 
embrace the same affair, the difference as to details 
being perbaps no greater than would naturally occur 
where different informants undertake to describe 
the same matter.
